A Nightmare

Their faces were won- 
derful to see ... middle-aged 
men, and older, grappling with a 
subject which, but a brief time 
before, had been a fiction of fan- 
tasy ... Jules Verne stuff. 


“You got the feeling,”’ he said, 
“that behind the puzzled, grave 
faces they were thinking, ‘this is 
all a dream. In a minute this man 
who speaks in a heavy foreign 
accent is going to get up and go 
away. And then we will wake up 
and find it is all a dream.’ But 
he didn’t go away. And it wasn’t 
a dream. It was a nightmare, 
permanently stabled in the stalls 
of their minds.” 


Byrd Is Symbol 


One of the visitors at those 
hearings was Virginia’s Sen. Byrd. 
More than any man, perhaps, he 
symbolizes those who have held 
back Pentagon programs by un- 
imaginatively rigid insistence on 
severe economy. 

Another factor of delay might 
be called economic politics. We 
thought we had a substantial lead 
on the Russians.

In all of this “the business di- 
rection,” which was in charge of 
the administration defense plan- 
ning, must be charged with a lack 
of vision. The President, again 
quite understandably, surroufded 
himself with the proved masters 
of production in the mass produc- 
tion fields. But there was from the 
beginning a lack of any intellec- 
tual yeast in this mixture. It was 
dominated by Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson with a public scorn 
for basic research. 


Army Research 


The Army, with the intelligence 
of Gen. James Gavin behind its 
planning, kept its missile research 
at an Army arsenal. There were 
complaints from some of the air- 
craft industry. (This, in all good 
time, may become a scandal.) 
The Army lost most of its Red- 
stone arsenal program and, with- 
out doubt, one reason was so that 
the work could be placed else- 
where to prevent industrial lay- 
offs. 


But unhappily for those who ap- 
plied those pressures, the Army’s 
Jupiter ‘“‘worked.” It was not 
built with any idea of putting up 
a satellite. At no fime did our 
military missile program con- 
template satellites. Our program 
was one of building a family of 
weapons which would kill the 
enemy and knock down his mis- 
siles and aircraft. 

Now, a new secretary of defense 
who has imagination, has ad- 
vanced the Jupiter and Thor pro- 
gram by six months. After the 
Vanguard failure it may reason-

Drive Looms

Education leaders bared plans 
Tuesday for a $21 million drive 
in the 1958 General Assembly. 

And George P. Whitman Jr., 
chairman of the State Board of 
Education, said Georgia must “‘in 
the near future” raise teachers’ 
starting salaries from $2,900 to 
$4,800 a year. 

“If it takes a nickel sales tax”’ 
for a “package deal’ improve- 
ment of Georgia schools, ‘‘then I 
am for it,”’ Whitman declared. 

The money angle was the prin- 
ciple subject discussed Tuesday at 
a meeting of House and Senate 
Education Committees, State 
Dept. of Education leaders and 
professional education organiza- 
tions. 

The education leaders seemed 
undisturbed by Gov. Griffn’s 
“*hold-the-line” statements. 

Dr. Claude Purcell, assistant 
state school superintendent, asked 
for “‘at least” $6 million to pro- 
vide $200 a year in across-the- 
board raises next year. 

Purcell said another $8,112,250 
will be needed to take care of in- 
creased enrollments and other 
additions to the existing program. 

Whitman later told the assem- 
blymen that 50 counties are ‘‘bad- 
ly in need’’ of new school build- 
ings because of increased popula- 
tions in those aréas. Surveys show 
the program will cost $88 to $90 
million, Whitman added. 

The board chairman said it 
would take an additional $7.5 mil- 
lion a year for 20 years to amor- 
tize the debt. Under a proposal 
to be discussed by the State Board 
on Dec. 19, this new money would 
be distributed to the counties 
on a basis of $250 a year per 
classroom teacher. 

Thus in countfes where school 
population is not increasing, the 
money could be used for repairs, 
gymnasiums, auditoriums or 
maintenance. 

“T thought it was only fair to 
tell you members of the General 
Assembly what was coming,” 
Whitman said.

Atlantic Treaty Organization would be devoted essen- 
tially to renewal of the spirit of unity. 


Dulles will leave for the Paris 
meeting Thursday after a Na- 
tional Security Council meeting. 

He indicated that at this “quite 
unique” gathering of heads of 
government the specifics of mili- 
tary planning and of political 
problems would be subordinated 
to “renewed dedication to the 
principle of interdependence.” 


COOPERATIVE ACTION 
He stated also that the most 


: important single thing that should 


come out of the meeting would 
be “an elevation again of the 
members of NATO to the concep- 
tion of the importance of co- 
operative action.” 

The importance of the fact 
that the heads of government of 
the NATO alliance were gather- 
ing for the first time, he ex- 
plained, was that “it brings to 
the top of every government a 
fresh sense of unity, fellowship 
and need, which is more surely 
manifested thereafter in the ac- 
tivities of the government itself.”’ 


But 45 minutes of questioning 
at Dulles’ last news conference 
before this meeting failed to 
elicit the outlines of a U.S. pro- 
gram of specific action. He said 
he could not make a ‘‘pre-show- 
ing’’ of what the United States 
would propose. 

The most precise point the 
secretary made was that he be- 


lieved greater use could be made 
of the industrial potential of 
Europe, including West Germany, 
in manufacturing “‘some of these 
new weapons” for: NATO. He 
hoped the subject would be ex- 
plored with “‘positive results.” 


And he made these points about 
the nature of what he hoped the 
meeting would accomplish: 

1. Consultation among allies 
will be “strengthened and broad- 
ened.”’ Consultation, which the 
U.S. welcomes and encourages, 
“has got to become a habit.” 


2. But consultation cannot be 
made a rigid rule or requirement. 
Nor can NATO consultations 
reach conclusions about  non- 
NATO countries. 

3. NATO must be ‘“‘flexible and 
change” to meet the challenge 
of new weapons and of the 
economic warfare conducted by 
the Soviet Union.

MOSCOW, Dec. 10 (P?—Russia 
shot its two Sputniks into space 
ahead of schedule and without 
experiencing a failure, a Soviet 
scientist said today.

L. Sedov in an article in the 
Communist party newspaper 
Pravda. He added that he 
wished American scientists 
“success” in their Vanguard 
operation. 


The full-page article marked 
the 1,000th revolution of Sputnik 
I around the earth and was de- 
voted to the achievements of 
Soviet space satellites. 


But Sedov said he understood 
the frustrations of the Ameri- 
can scientists who saw their ini- 
tial effort fail in smoke and 
flames at Cape Canaveral, Fia., 
last Friday.

BERLIN, Dec. 10 () — Defense 
Secretary Neil McElroy predicted 
tonight a U.S.-British agreement 
to establish medium-range. rocket 
bases in Britain will be signed 
shortly.

investigation today into charges 
American airmen and British girls 
were holding orgies in a country 
churchyard.

She said the couples sang bar- 
rack room songs and drank plen- 
ty of Mississippi moonshine. 

The Rev. Clive Shrimpton, Ang- 
lican vicar of Ruddington, said he 
had heard no complaints regard- 
ing misconduct. 

“TI think I would have heard if 
anyone had complained to the po- 
lice,”’ he said. 

The police said the girl’s state- 
ments could not be confirmed. 
They said they were investigating 
but had turned up no evidence of 
any orgies. 

U. S. 3rd Air Force headquar- 
ters in London issued an official 
statement saying it was investigat- 
ing the charges. — 

The girl, who was not identified, 
said about 50 airmen from Scul- 
thorpe and Alconbury Air Force 
bases donned cowboy clothes and 
rounded up willing girls in bars 
and saloons in Nottingham. 

She said the airmen called them- 
selves the “ranch hands” and that 
they called the churchyard the 
“ranch.”

« This appalling increase in automobile 
tHefts ig more of less general throughout 
tHe state. And the reason for it is not hard 
to find. It is caused largely by the inade- 
adate and obsolete motor vehicle registra- 
tiémn law in the state which has made 
Georgia @ haven for car thieves. 

- Lack of a sound title law permits out- 
of-state persons to register a stolen car 
o® truck at a fictitious address. Lack of 
requirement of proot of ownership makes 
it easy to dispose of such stolen vehicles. 
It also makes it easy for persons to sell 
mortgaged cars with consequent losses 
to buyers and finance companies. 

At least three Fulton County grand 
juries have called attention to this in- 
adequate title law this year. Some deal- 
er associations also have called for a 
tightening up. 

The November - December Fulton 
County jury cited the title law in use in 
Pennsylvania for the past 30 years as a 
possible model. Well it might be. Known 
auto theft offenses in that state are only 
97.7 per 100,000 population as compared 
with Georgia's record of 174.1 offenses 
for the same population. 

Admittedly auto theft is still on the 
rise in this state. Those familiar with the 
methods of those who engage in the rack- 
et say they are aided and abetted by 
Georgia’s lack of a sound title law. 

This lack can be remedied by the Gen- 
eral Assembly. Surely its members will 
do something about it at the coming ses- 
sion instead of passing it by as many 
others have done in a shameful disregard 
of the public interest these past few years. 
There is no reasonable excuse for failure 
to take steps which can check the state's 
fastest-growing racket.

Let’s Tap Right Places 
For Teacher Pay Hike 


Whether in the form of merit raises 
or across-the-board salary increases, 
Georgia teachers will demand and proba- 
bly get more money next year. 

Pay hikes will be necessary in both 
the public school and university systems 
in order for the state to attract and keep 
teachers who are qualified to do the kind 
of job that must be done. 

The surplus fund in the state treas- 
ury. appears to be the likely source from 
which the needed money will come. How- 
ever, the state administration should look 
long and hard for other economies that 
can be effected, for frills that can be dis- 
carded, in order to protect as much of 
the surplus as possible. 

Also, the counties themselves have got 
to pitch in and assume more responsibility 
toward their school systems. Consolida- 
tions and other measures which provide 
better educational facilities at less cost 
should be carried out. Jealousy and false 
pride in inadequate school plants remain 
the principal obstacles to consolidation, 

Many Georgia cities and counties are 
not according education the financial sup- 


port it deserves, They are too willing to 
turn to the state for a greater proportion 
of tax support than they allocate for edu- 


cation in comparison to the few counties 
who pay the major part of the tax bill as 
well as providing the maximum locally. 

Let’s pay the teachers more money. 
But let’s have some belt-tightening all 
along the line to provide the funds in- 
stead of dipping into the state surplus for 
the entire amount. 

The Board of Regents will seek an ad- 
ditional four million dollars next year for 
the University System. Dr. Claude Pur- 
cell, assistant state school superintend- 
ent, yesterday set 14 million dollars as the 
minimum increase necessary for the pub- 
lic school budget. 

Although the total of the two figures 
undoubtedly will be shaved in the final 
allocations, it does show how the costs of 
education are spiraling. There will have 
to be more economies and sharing of the 
load in order to pay the bill.

Werkers which did adopt a course accept- 
able to the AFL-CIO in time to avoid be- 
ing dropped from membership. 

Meanwhile, the Senate Rackets Com- 


mittee continues to hear play-by-play 


accounts of how union goons have per- 
formed acts of violence in case after case. 
And it becomes increasingly evident that 
law enforcement agencies at local levels 
have done ptor jobs in preventing vio- 
lence or punishing the guilty. 

The discovery of so many scandals, 
abuses, misappropriations of funds and 
instances of strong-arm tactics in the la- 
bor movement points to the need for 
stronger federal controls over unions. 
Congress at its next session should act 
swiftly to enact measures that will pro- 
tect union welfare funds, stamp out col- 
lusion between management and labor 
officials, assure honest elections of union 
leaders, eliminate gangsterism methods 
and purge labor of the other ills infest- 
ing it. 
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Traffic Lane for Buses 
Would Ease Congestion 


The proposal by Atlanta Transit Co. 
that a special traffic lane be reserved for 
northbound transit vehicles on Peachtree 
between the Paramount Theater and 
Baker street deserves earnest considera- 
tion by the Traffic and Transportation 
Commission. 

The plan sounds practical and work- 
able and should be adopted by the city 
as part of the long-range program to 
speed up traffic in the downtown area. 
By speeding up movement of public 
transit vehicles during congested periods, 
it also should result in fewer cars on 
downtown streets—one of the most de- 
Sirable control devices. 

As proposed by President Robert L. 
Somerville of the transit company, the 
existing four traffic lanes would be in- 
creased to five—one for transit vehicles 
and two each for northbound and south- 
bound traffic. He estimates the changes 
would increase the capacity of Peachtree 
northward by about 50 per cent and that 
southbound traffic would not be impeded. 

Transit systems have been dying and 
downtown areas suffering the conse- 
quences of clogged streets. A trolley or 
bus occupies only about twice the space 
of an automobile and yet can carry about 
134% times more passengers. The ratio of 
bus passengers compared to the average 
auto is about 27 to 1. 

The section of Peachtree in question 
is the most congested in the city during 
rush hours. The transit.company says, 
however, that it can transport 7,200 pas- 
sengers an hour if its vehicles can move 
freely. It should be given a better oppor- 
tunity to do so. 

Meanwhile, other traffic proposals are 
under consideration. Additional one-way 
streets and on-street parking bans are 
necessities. 

Continuous attacks on downtown traf- 
fic problems are essentials to economic 
health of the area. Streets are intended 
for movement of vehicles and people and 
not as devices to prevent such movement.

Truce on Civil Rights 
Is the Wisest Course 


Following last year’s bitter fight over 
a somewhat overenthusiastic adminis- 
tration civil rights bill, it is something 
of a relief to have the man largely re- 
sponsible for the bill say that no new 
legislation will be sought this year. That 
is what Atty. Gen. William P. Rogers 
now indicates. It must be assumed he 
speaks for the administration. 

The fight last year consumed the 
greater part of the congressional session 
and oVershadowed most other proposals 
of the Eisenhower program. The battle re- 
sulted in scuttling major phases of ad- 
ministration legislation, compromises of 
others and used up great-quantities of en- 
ergy which should have been devoted to 
the nation’s problems and its battle for 
survival in the cold war. We cannot af- 
ford another such fight in a critical elec- 
tion year. 

Progress in attaining equal rights in 
the never-ending controversies of civil 
rights matters has proceeded at a much 
faster rate than most people realize. It 
has been accomplished voluntarily in most 
instances and when the pace has been 
too fast such shocks as Little Rock have 
resulted. 

While the country must struggle val- 
iantly with matters which involve ex- 
ternal threats to our national security, 
Congress and the people alike must de- 
vote their attention to overcoming those 
threats instead of adding more fuel to the 
divisive forces within. The things which 
unite us are much greater than those 
which divide us.

Parents simply will have to stand firm against the demands of 
their under-16 youngsters to drive automobiles. Many parents have 
come to us asking, ‘“‘Why do so many under-age children drive cars? 
Why do the police permit them to drive?” The answer is that police 


do not permit it. Parents do. 

The police will not license any- 
one under 16 years of age. 

Two items give parents the im- 
pression that under-l6s are doing 
a lot of driving. One of those 
items arises when parents know- 
ingly allow children to lie to the 
state patrol about their age. 

The other item arises when 
youngsters pleading with their 
parents for permission to drive 
exaggerate about the number of 
their friends already permitted to 
drive. “Johnny can drive. Why 
can’t I? Lots of the kids drive!” 
says an enthusiastic youngster. 

Parents should read an article 
in the current Reader’s Digest en- 
titled “‘Are Teen-Agers the Worst 
Drivers?” 

Teen-agers have five times as 
many deadly accidents as people 
of parents’ age. One teen-ager 
dies in an accident every 10 min- 
utes—about 10,000 a year. 

The 20-to-25-year-old group has 
the highest accident rate of any 
group, but high school and col- 
lege-age youngsters are just be- 
hind the leaders. 

Youngsters are good drivers, 
that’s not the trouble. Their re- 
flexes are quick; their eyes are 
keen, The trouble is in attitude. 

The youngster’s judgment is no 
match for his desire to show off, 
to prove himself through his auto- 
mobile. The Reader’s Digest asks, 
“How do you develop mature 
judgment in a driver who is emo- 
tionally an exhibitionistic child?” 
It answers that driving schools 
help if you can convince a young- 
ster he needs it. High school driv- 
er courses help to such ah ex- 
tent that some insurance compa- 
nies reduce rates for boys trained 
in school, 

Trouble is, the kid most likely

to kill himself by testing his met- 
tle against 300 horsepower is the 
one least likely to be caught in a 
dual-controlled learner’s automo- 
bile. 

Insurance companies immedi- 
ately raise rates when persons 
under 25 drive the family car and 
for a youngster who owns his own 
car the rates might be three or 
four times higher than his dad’s 
rate. 

Last year drivers under 25, 
ahout 14 per cent of the driving 
population, were involved in 28 
per cent of the fatal smashups. 

A driver’s license is no idle 
present to bestow on a kid just be- 
cause he’s eager Mor it. It’s not 
like the electric train he got for 
Christmas when he was 10. 

If parents would simply refuse 
permission to drive the family 
car until junior successfully com- 
pletes the high-school driving 
course they might do him some 
real good, They might even save 
his life.

Southern Railway is again seek- 
ing to discontinue two daily trains 
between Macon and Brunswick. 

Attorney Charles J. Bloch and 
other lawyers filed a petition in 
behalf of Southern Monday with 
the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission. The plea states that im- 
provements have been tried since 
its first request was denied in 
May 1956 but that the line is still 
losing money. 

Southern Railway said ft re 
duced the time schedule between 
the two points, improved connec- 
tions with other trains, added 
more modern equipment, reduced 
fares by 37 per cent and spent 
$9,000 on advertising but is still 
losing money. 

A hearing on the new petition 
has been tentatively scheduled 
for January. 

The PSC denied a Southern 
Railway request to close an agen- 
cy at Hiram and a Central of 
Georgia request to close its agen- 
cy at Miler. It approved closing a 
Seaboard Airline station agency at

Fulton Taxes 


Climb Above 
Bud get Guess 


Collection of revenue for Fulton 
County governmental purposes in 
1957 will exceed budget estimates 
and, in many cases, collections | 
for the prior year, County Comp- 
troller John Still declared Tues- 
day. 

Still, in a report on the condi- 
tion of the budget, said collection 
of current taxes now totals $13.,- 
096,258.84; an amount which is 
already in excess of the amount 
taken in during all of 1956. This 
means current tax collections wil! 
exceed the budget estimate of 
$13,442,515.75, he said. | 

Both delinquent tax receipts 
and receipts from sources other | 
than taxes are ahead of the budg- | 
et estimates, Still pointed out. | 

Pe comptroller’s report ex- | 
plaMed that the 1957 budget esti- | 
mated that total revenue from all | 
sources would amount to $16,566,- | 
565.75. Through Nov. 30, collec- 
tions were $16,308,606.82, showing 
that receipts ‘‘will exceed the 
budget estimate,” Still added. 

Increases also were reported in 
accounts for which special taxes 
are levied, such as bonds, educa- 
tion and hospitals. These  in- 
creases, Still asserted, are due 
*‘to an increased tax digest.” 

Although expenditures were ex- | 
pected to amount to $1,086,203.30 | 
more at this point than they were 
last year over a similar period, | 
they have been held to an in. | 
crease of only $843,691.09, the re- | 
port continued.

Eighty-two million Americans’ 
were confined to bed by upper. 
respiratory infections at some 
time between July 1 and Nov. 9, 
Dr. Leroy E. Burney, surgeon | 
general, said today. The infec- 
tions included pneumonia and in- 
fluenza. 

Burney told the annual meeting 
of the Institute of Life Insurance 
that the infections cost the nation 
282 million bed-days of disability. 

The figures were obtained in a 
new national health survey con- 
ducted during that period, Burney 
said. 

A three-month period alone, 
covering July through September, 
Dr. Burney said, showed these re- 
sults: 

“Fourteen million persons suf- 
fered accidents which either dis- 
abled them or required medical 
care or both. These do not include 
immediately fatal accidents. Mo- 
tor vehicles accounted for eight 
ner cent of these nonfatal mis- 
haps. 

‘Forty-one per cent of the pop- 
ulation, as of Aug. 1, 1957, report-/ 
ed one or more chronic health 
conditions.

Long blond hair and staccato French-English 
fiying on a chill Atlanta wird, Denise Darcel wrapped 
a mink coat around the frame that has brought her 


fortune and fame. 

She was headed for rehearsal 
of her saucy starring role in 
Cole Porter’s ‘*‘Can-Can,” play- 
ing this week at the Tower 
Theater. As she flicked along 
the sidewalk, she chatted with 
Robert Eaton, her tall, athletic 
fiance, “‘Let’s doan plan any- 
theeng zees afternoon. I have 
to onpack.” 

Long ago the volatile Paris- 
jenne tired of her cheesecake 
label. For a time she shed her 
low-neck dresses in favor of 
demure styles, though now she 
mixes them up. And, even bund- 
led up in fur, she catches an 
eye on any street corner. 

“EES TOO MUCH” 

On this return visit to Atlanta 
she repeated her feeling, with 
magnifique expression and ges- 
ture, “Eef you always sex op 
and sex op . . . ees too moch 
.. » you doan see my face, my 
brain, my soul.” 

But some judges in France 
must have looked at Miss Dar- 
cel’s face, as well as her other 
attributes, for she was chosen 
“The Most Beautiful Girl in 
France” before she came to this 
country in 1947. She was a ripe, 
full-blown teen-ager then, and 
her success in American movies 
was inevitable. These days she 
plays a lot of night club and 
hotel engagements, and she may 
do a Broadway show next year. 

Life has turned upside down 
for the 28-year-old actress who, 
when she was 12, quit school 
to sell vegetables in a Paris 
market. She flashed a bright, 
dimpled smile, “I was pretty 
smart, my teacher said. But I 
had to work. My friends in ze 
market gave me a leetle money, 
a leetle food.” 

“4 LEETLE BEET” 

And, during the German oc- 
cupation, she worked “‘a leetle 
beet” in the French  under- 
ground — enough to land in a 
German prison for six months 
on suspicion. “Zay had no 
proofs,” she explained, “so zay 
let me go. I was very hongry, 
and zat ees why I eat so moch 
now.” (She manages to keep 
her 23-inch waist.) 

Miss Darcel still works partly 
for her family in France. Her 
father died during the early 
part of the occupation, and she 
sends money and clothes to her 
mother and three sisters at 
home. Another “seester” sings 
in this country. 

Mr. Eaton, an Arlington, Va., 
native who attended the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, visits his 
fiance of six months whenever 
he can get away from Holly- 
wood commitments. 

He spends much of his good- 
natured time interpreting what 
the expressive actress says 
(she calls a waitress ‘“‘mees” 
and orders wine with her na- 
tive taste.) His frequent sug- 
gestion that she slow down her 
talk lasts about 30 seconds. 
Then the irrepressible Denise 
gets wound up in another witty 
tale of her doings, and the 
French flies again. 

OTHER WAYS 

But there are other ways of 
communicating. . . . Miss Dar- 
cel enrolled at Hunter College 
in New York for six months 
to get Americanized, and she 
bubbled up with this classroom 
description: “All zese cheeldren 
sat behind me, staring at me 
. . « and ze teacher was soch 
a funny one. She had ze 
beeggest teez (teeth), ze beeg- 
gest mouz (mouth) and she 
call on me all ze times. No- 
body remember ze facts but 
me. But zese cheeldren studied 
all day ... 1 keep up, but I 
tell you I never knew eet. would 
be so hard.” 

Once-married Miss Darcel and 
Mr. Eaton will get married 
when they “have time.” She 
‘confided with body English, 


“Ooh-la-la, he ees so ‘andsome. 
He ees great tennis player, 
great golfer, great sweemer. 
We play pokers, we play geen 
rummies (gin rummy), we 
love movies. But o-h-h-h,” she 
groaned with a Gallic clutch 
at her throat, “he drink wine 
wiz ze meelk, zeer wiz ze 
wine... o-h-h-h, zees ees aw- 
fui.”

As though cashmere weren't 
grand enough on its own, it’s 
getting even grander in its lat- 
est sweater editions. 

The ones making the most of 
this grandness are hand-deco- 
rated with embroidery. It’s an 
enriched touch that is not at 
all new in idea or principle.

ROMANCE 

The thing that makes these 
unique as well as beautiful is 
the romance behind the em- 
broideries.

~ Coca-Cola Assets 
Liquid as Product 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 
It looks like Atlanta’s big Coca-Cola Co. is about 
as liquid as its internationally-famed product. 

A field report from the Atlanta office of Harris, Upham & Co., 
the investment brokerage firm, says that by the end of next week 
the king of the soft drink mountain will hold a net of $80 million 
in cash and government securities, ... “obvi- 
ously more liquid funds than the company needs 
for its current operations.” 


The report notes that although the huge sum 
is almost three times current liabilities, “no 
definite plans have been made for using this 
cash to greater stockholder advantage.” 


The Harris, Upham appraisal adds the ex- 
tremely bullish predictions that the Coca-Cola Co. 
will set a new record sales mark of $300 million 
.. this year ($26.7 million over 1956), boost earnings 
Jim Montzemery ‘0 $7 a share in 1957 from $6.53 last year, and 
enter 1958 with ‘“‘the prospect of an increase in dividend payments 
and a stock split.” 

Referring to the parent company’s constant study of possibly 
adding new soft drinks (such as fruit and powdered beverages, 
for instance), the report also reveals: 

“The (Coca-Cola) management has also explored the possi- 
bility of diversifitation outside the soft drink field. Eventually a 
decision will have to be made, but there is no way of knowing 
at this time what direction it will take.” 


However, an eye-opening glance at Coca-Cola’s liquid $80 mil- 
lion prompted one wag to observe, tongue-in-cheek, ‘It looks like 
they’re getting ready to go into the loan business.”’

NEW YORK, Dec. 10 (®—Capi- 
tal appropriations of the nation’s 
1,000 largest manufacturers de- 
clined 31 per cent during the 
third quarter of 1957 as com- 
pared with the like 1956 quarter, 
Newsweek magazine reported to- 
day. 

The figures, $1,800,000,000 in 
the three-month period this year 
and $2,600,000,000 in 1956, came 
from a quarterly survey of capi- 
tal appropriations conducted by 


the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board. 


In dollar terms, the largest 


manufacturers entered the third | 


quarter with a capital appropri- 
ations backlog of 10 billion dol- 
lars. They authorized $1,800,000,- 
000 in new spending, spent almost 
$3,000,000,000, canceled $129,000,- 
000 and ended with a backlog of 
less than $8,800,000,000 (which was 
$1,200,000,000 under a year ago). 

Newsweek said the declines ‘‘in- 
dicate a weakening in capital 
spending, but they do not sug- 
gest a sharp decline. Outlays for 


expansion and modernization can | 


still be counted an element of 
economic strength. 

The magazine noted that while 
backlogs of appropriated funds 
were 11 per cent below a year 
earlier they were 31 per cent
